Tie Absence of President Hayes 
Criticised. 


PLAIN TALK FE0M A SOUTHERNER 


A Detective Unearths the Author of 
the Alleged Garfield Letter. 


PATRIOTIC SPEECH BY GENERAL GRANT. 


Hancock Will Pay no Further Attention 
to General Grant’s Remarks.

N ew Y o rk , October 25th.—The Times' 
Columbus (O.), special says : There has been 
no little unfavorable criticism directed at 
President Hayes for not being in Ohio to 
vote at the recent election, when his presence 
might have been a source of encouragement 
to the Republicans, and that, too, withont 
utteriug a word. One of the most prominent 
managers of the Republican party in the re­ 
cent struggle made the remark that if the 
President did not come home to vote he 
would never forgive him for neglecting the 
interests of the party which placed him at 
the head of the nation. This gentleman was 
one of the faithful band who secured bis 
nomination at Cincinnati by personal and 
persistent efforts in his behalf, while the ad­ 
ministration of Hayes has not been of such a 
character as to increase his popularity. The 
delegations which visit Garfield almost daily 
show a marked contrast when compared with 
those who vi-ited Governor Hayes previous 
to his election. Garfield at Mentor, an 
inaccessible little village when compared 
with Columbus, the geographical center of 
the State, with its twelve railroads, has been 
visited by five delegations where Hayes was 
greeted by one. The marked increase of the 
Republican majority in Garfield’s old Con­ 
gressional district is evidence of his popu­ 
larity. It is said of him that during his Con­ 
gressional career he has never failed to be at 
home to vote, and seldom if ever failed to be 
on hand at the local or village elections. In 
Ohio, as elsewhere, he is growing stronger 
daily. 
THE FORGER OF THE MOREY LETTER CK- 
EARTHE1). 
C hicago, October 25th.—Stanley Huntley 
telegraphs the Tribune from New York that 
to-day the Republican National Committee 
will expose the author of the alleged Garfield 
Chinese letter. It is one Kennard Phelps, 
one of the editors of the Truth, who was un­ 
earthed by detective Lonergan in the employ 
of the National Committee. Phelpe is an 
expert in the imitation of all kindB of chirog- 
raphy, and lately copied from memory the 
names of all the men who signed the Decla­ 
ration of Independence in so skillful a man­ 
ner that a cursory look would indicate them 
as genuine. He has a mania for imitating 
handwriting. He is an active anil able poli­ 
tician, and practically controls the Truth. 
Stanley Huntley says all the facts are au­ 
thenticated and before the Republican Com­ 
mittee, and would have been published yes­ 
terday but that General Arthur interppsed 
with a suggestion of delay, in order that the 
Democrats might have an opportunity of 
patting forth another fraudulent letter after 
the exposure and getting it circulated. Such 
a scheme was in contemplation, and he says 
another forged letter will be published in the 
Truth this week. Phelps cannot be found. 
C hicago, October 25th.—Although Hunt­ 
ley, who sent to the Tribune the story tele­ 
graphed to-day placing the responeibility of 
the forged Garfield Chinese letter upon an 
editor of the Truth, is an erratic and not 
always the most scrupulously caieful of 
correspondents, in this case his story is be­ 
lieved, from the fact that he has peculiar 
facilities to get at the truth. The story he 
telis is plausible, and is believed by the 
Tribune from corroborative testimony to­ 
day.

REWARD OFFERED. 
N ew Y o rk , October 25th.—The Tribune 
has this: “ We are authorized by Hon. S. B. 
Chittenden of Brooklyn to offer a reward of 
85,000 for evidence that shall lead to the ar­ 
rest and conviction of the forger who con­ 
cocted the so-called ‘Chinese letter’ and 
wrote General Garfield’s name. Chitten­ 
den’s prompt action fitly expresses the gen­ 
eral estimate of the monstrous crime in which 
William H. Barnum has made himself the 
shameless participant. It is believed that 
clues to the forgery have been found in this 
city and that the culprit may be found within 
sight of the City Hall. ‘Hunt the rascal 
down.’ ” 
CHANCE FOR COMPARISON. 
N ew Y o rk , October 25th.—The Demo­ 
cratic Committee sent to California en Fri­ 
day last electrotype plates of the forged 
Garfield-Murey letter, with a view of flooding 
that State with copies. The Republican 
Committee sent out many thousand fac-simile 
copies of Garfield’s autograph letters, ex­ 
posing the forgery. No one can compare the 
respective handwriting without being con­ 
vinced that they are the work of different 
hands. 
THE FORGED LETTER BUSINESS BROKEN OCT

D es M oines (la.), October 25th.—The 
fraudulent and forged letter business has 
broken out in a new spot, and on a new per­ 
son—this time the Presidential candidate.

THE REGISTRATION DIFFICULTY AT NEW OR­

Hills, to 
recognize the fact that they live in the nine­ 
teenth century instead of the eighteenth ; lay 
aside their false pride and antiquated no­ 
tions of gentility; make labor respectable, 
even for gentlemen ; pnt a proper estimate on 
human life ; understand that a difference of 
opinion is not a capital crime ; encourage 
immigration and education, and turn their 
faces forward instead of backward, I am not 
certain but I should regard the inauguration 
of his Satanic Majesty as a blessing in dis­ 
guise to a helpless region, whose folly has for 
nearly a generation closed its doors against all 
blessings, whether disguised or undisguised. 
I am for anything that will benefit the South 
by cultivating common sense, which has here­ 
tofore been the most uncommon thing imag­ 
inable among her people.’’ 
PATRIOTIC SPEECH BT GENERAL GRANT. 
U tica , October 25th.—General Grant was 
welcomed to day by an immense concourse of 
people—estimated at 60,000. He presided 
over one of three mass meetings, and spoke 
as follows: 
1 c^rno here to preside at a political meeting. It 
is entirely new business for me, and if it was not for 
the earnestness I feel for the cause which agitates 
the public mind at the present time, 1 should con­ 
tinue a custom which I have followed for moie than 
fifty years—that is, not tskingpart in political meet­ 
ings—but this country lias suffered so much in 
blood and treasure to uphold the flag of our I niou 
and maintain the best Government that has ever 
been devised for men, that it seemed to me that I 
csuid not bear the idea of seeing the country, in its 
legns'ative and all its branches, turned over to the 
party comj>osed in great part of those w ho so re­ 
cently tried to destroy it. [Applause. ] We do not 
advocate tbe principles of the Republican party be­ 
cause they are for the good of the Republican party 
alone, and . to the prejudice of the in­ 
terests of the oiqiosite party, hut we pro­ 
claim them at this time lalcausc we believe 
they are the best for all parties. [Applause. 1 We 
believe the Democrats are just as much interested 
to-day in the success of the Republican party as the 
Republicans of the United States. We believe, 
further, that the Southern States lately in rebellion 
are just as much inter.stcd, and more interested, in 
the success of the Republican party. We all know 
tliat there is no man in the South who is not privi­ 
leged to come and settle among us in the North in 
any section, and retain his political views and at 
the same time prosecute his business, whether it he 
professional, mercantile or what not.

We claim that no 
great prosperity can overtake these until every 
citiz.n of every State is regarded as a citizen of the 
United States, no matter where he goes, and 
with the privileges of proclaiming his political 
principles without molestation. Now, gentlemen, 1 
know you will hear so much more than I can say 
on the question, and hear it so much better said, 
that I will say no more; hut will introduce as the 
next speaker your eminent townsman and states­ 
man, Senator Coukling.

VANDERBILT AND THE REPUBLICAN rABTY. 
C hicago, October 25th.—The Tribune has 
this interview between Eli Perkins and Van­ 
derbilt : 
I told W. H. Vanderbilt on the train to­ 
day that the Republican party had been ac­ 
cused of legislating in favor of tbe rich and 
against the poor. 
Looking up quizzically the millionaire said : 
“ Then, Eli, I must he a very poor man. for 
they have legislated me out of about 82,000,­ 
000 a year.” 
“ How is that?” I asked. 
“ Why,” said Mr. Vanderbilt, “ the Re­ 
publicans have legislated interest from seven 
per cent, down to four, haven’t thev ?” 
“ Yes.” 
“ Well, if reducing the interest on the few 
millions I have from seven per cent, to four 
percent., so that the poor farmers out West 
can have money cheap—if this helps me 
they’d better take off the other four per cent.” 
Eli figures that New York wiil go Republi­ 
can by nearly 25,000, although sanguine Re­ 
publicans claim as high as 60,000. 
THE HANCOCK GRANT AFFAIR. 
N ew Y o rk , October 25th.—A Telegram 
reporter inquired of Hancock to-day in re­ 
gard to the affair between himself and Grant. 
Following is the substance of the conversa­ 
tion : 
“ lias General Grant retracted his assault 
upon your character ? ” 
“ He has not. further than what has ap­ 
peared in the public prints.” 
“ Have you written to him ? ” 
“ No, sir. We have not had the slightest 
communicatioB with each other on the mat­ 
ter.

He eonsiders it a thing of the 
past, about which the least said the better.

An interview w ith V anderbilt is given 
in our dispatches th is m orning, and it is 
full of significance. 
The m illionaire was 
asked w hether it was tru e th a t all the 
bondholders and rich men were for the 
Republican p arty from m otives of personal 
interest. 
He replied by pointing out th at 
th s financial policy of th e R epublican 
party had taken tw o m illions a year ont 
of his pocket, in reducing the in terest on 
th e funded debt from 7 to 4 per cent. 
If, 
therefore, he said, his m otives were selfish, 
according to the same reasoning he ought 
to desire th a t the rem aining 4 per cent, 
should he abolished, and the interest re­ 
duced to nothing. 
This was a neat way 
of answering the demagogic cant which 
desperate Democrats aro trying to m ake 
cap ital out oi. 
Ii the “ bloated bomlhold- 
“ c rs ” were consulted, and if all of them 
w ere controlled solely by personal greed, it 
is very certain th at they would have been 
found in a body opposed to any propo­ 
sition for refunding the public debt, since 
by th a t operation their earnings are dim in­ 
ished. 
V anderbilt, however, could not 
keep his great fortune if ho lia-1 not the 
sagacity to perceive th a t the m aintenance 
of the public credit is the first necessity of 
national prosperity, and th at the better 
th e security the low er will the interest he. 


W ho will you tru st ? The financial honor ot the 
United States; think about it. 
Who can we trust? 
We believe in » government of law ; we believe in 
civilisation. 
W hich 6Cctiou of the country b efo re, 
iu law ? W hbh section of the country believes in 
protecting the innocent and in the punishment of 
the guilty ? W hat part of this nation should con­ 
tro l ? T hat part th at believes in education; that 
Jiart th a t regards the sehooMionse a» a tem ple ; that 
part th at believes in justice ; th at believes a Court­ 
house, where justice isdone between man and man, 
is one of the holy places of this earth ; th at believes 
in aigam ent, m reason, in moral suasion, and that 
hoiiw es in tiberty ? Or «rill you allow a section of 
th is country to control that doea not believe in a 
governm ent of law ? That is the question for you

THE 
FINANCIAL 
ARGUMENT. 


Among th e w eightiest argum ents ad ­ 
vanced in support of th e general conditions 
established under Republican auspices is 
an article in the N ovem ber issue of the 
Xorlh Am erican Review, entitled 
“ The 
“ Political 
Situation from 
a 
Financial 
“ Standpoint.” 
I t bears the signatures of 
tw enty-tw o prom inent financiers and busi­ 
ness men. 
I t is a cool, tem perate, sober 
presentation of facts, and it m ust appeal 
w ith irresistible force to intelligent minds. 
I t opens w ith a telling comparison betw een 
th e past and 
th e present, 
as follows :

“ U nited S tates was only SI 91 per capita, 
“ th e G overnm ent borrow ed 
w ith some 
“ difficulty §1.500,000 at 12 p e rc e n t, in- 
“ terest. 
L ast year, though th e debt of 
“ the U nited S tates was §40 42 per capita, 
“ in a single day §194,000,000 was offered 
“ to th e G overnm ent at 4 per cent., when 
“ it needed and accepted only §121,000,000. 
“ U nder th e latest D em ocratic Adminis- 
“ tration th e public debt was more than 
“ doubled during four years of peace, and 
“ U nited States 0 per cents sold a t 90 in 
“ December, I860. 
W ithin the past four 
“ years the public debt has been reduced 
“ §1S3,S45,102, 
or 
nearly 
eix 
tim es 
“ th e entire d ebt in 1S50, 
and U nited 
“ States 4 per cent, bonds have sold at 
“ llOg ” An*1 
is argued th a t “ a transfer 
“ of pow er from th e party w hich has so 
“ com pletely restored th e public credit to 
“ th e p arty by which it wa3 left so com­ 
p l e t e l y w recked would naturally cause 
“ serious alarm ." 
An exam ination is then 
entered upon of the scope and significance 
of the popular interest in the m aintenance 
of the public credit, and it is shown by 
statistics th a t “ not less th an 4,000,000 
“ persons are interested, either personally 
" o r through corporations, as owners of 
“ bonds, and would be directly affected by 
“ a decline in the public credit.” 
The ex­ 
ten t to which such a decline would cause a 
shrinkage in th e value of assets now in use 
is next exhibited. 
I t is sh ouu th a t any 
such m ovem ent would necessarily cause 
such an enormous contraction of loans as 
m ust result m a worse panic than the 
country has ever y et witnessed, and having 
proved the reality of the danger to he ap­ 
prehended from any attack upon the public 
credit, 
it is sought to he ascertained 
w hether the advance of th e D em ocratic 
party to power would im peril the finan­ 
cial situation as indicated. 
T he solution 
of this question leads to an exam ina­ 
tion of the D em ocratic financial record, 
and 
it 
a t 
once 
becomes 
apparent 
th at 
no 
guarantees or assurances 
are 
to he derived from th at source. 
The coun­ 
try is rem inded how, in 186S, the Demo­ 
crats iu th eir national platform proposed to 
pay off the public debt in irredeem able 
paper, and how G eneral Hancock indorsed 
th at platform , and would w illingly have 
accepted candidature upon it. “ N othing,” 
it is said, “ lias been done or said by the 
“ D em ocratic p arty or by General Han- 
“ cock himself to shew th a t the course 
“ decii v I honest and wise in 1S6S is now 
“ deem ed unwise and dishonest. 
N ot a 
“ thing has been done or said to show th a t 
“ the Democratic p arty or G eneral Han- 
“ cock w ould not consider such paym ent 
“ in 1&81 a • stric t m aintenance of the pub- 
“ lic faith .’ ” 
The entire course of the 
Dem ocrats indeed justifies every apprehen­ 
sion th a t can he felt regarding their financial 
intentions. 
E very t ffort to m eet the bonds 
which m ature n ext y ear, by refunding, lias 
thus far been defeated by a Democratic 
Congress. 
Rills ion the paym ent of these 
bonds by a new lV ua of greenbacks are 
now pending in Ce>pgress, “ and are zeal- 
“ ously supported by many D em ocrats.” 
This is th e G roenbacker programme, 
an 1 G eneral H ancock welcomed th e suc­ 
cess of a G reenbacker in M aine a3 a Demo­ 
cratic victory-. 
The Democrats have every­ 
where fused w ith the Grecnbackere when 
it was possible to do so. 
N or does their 
course previously afford any better ground 
for hopefulness. 
They voted to repeal the 
Resum ption A ct nearly tw o m onths after 
specie paym ents had l>een resumed. 
They 
arc to he found a t all tim es on the side of 
whatever propositions are m ade for the in­ 
flation of th e currency and for th e injury 
of the public credit. 
“ N early four-fifths 
“ of the Democratic party, according to its 
| “ representation in Congress, earnestly op- 
¡ “ pose resum ption, even since specie pay- 
“ m eats began, because it has been trained 
| “ to believe th at resum ption is mischivous, 
' “ and honestly desires inflation because it 
“ ha3 been tau g h t th at ‘m ere m oney is 
I “ needed ’ to ‘ em ancipate the people from 
“ the tyranny of money kings.’" 
These 
‘ ‘ notions have not been eradicated by a sud- 
‘ den change iu the tacticsof a few party man- 
‘1 agers. W ho can feel assured th a t they will 
, ‘ ‘ not shape legislation as soon as the Demo- 
“ cratic party has co n tro l?” 
Again, it is 
; well known th a t the South controls the 
! Democracy, and th a t while th e South has 
less direct interest iu the m aintenance of 
i the puld.c credit than any other p art of 
the country, because it is poorer, and has 
less capital invested, it has special reasons 
of its own for feeling more than indifferent 
; to the scrupulous discharge of obligations 
which were incurred in snppre.-sing its 
rebellion. 
To expect th a t this controlling 
elem ent could he relied on to oppose the 
N orthern greenback agitation is clearly 
preposterous. 
I t m ust, on th e contrary, 
lie assumed th at the South would interpose 
no obstacle to even the w ildest financial 
heresies. 
N or is this all. 
Even should 
the Democratic party he more conservative 
; and patriotic than its past history renders 
| probable, public apprehension would none 
the less he excited by its advent to power. 
“ The fear of disastrous changes would 
“ prostrate the public credit alm ostas much 
“ as there changes them selves. 
* 
* 
Men 
“ would m ake haste to get out of danger 
“ before the anticipated blow should fall, 
“ and th e panic to escape th e supposed 
“ peril often results in greater loss of life 
“ than th e dreaded catastrophe.” 
The 
consciousness th a t Dem ocratic policy had 
been uniform ly hostile to the m aterial in ­ 
terests of the country would be irresistible, 
and m ight and probably would lead to 
calam itous results. 
I t is, after all, w hat 
the people believe about th e honesty and 
solvency of the G overnm ent th a t m aintains 
public credit, and there is nothing in the 
Democratic record to m ake them confide in 
the good intentions of the party’. Iu short, 
it would he madness for those who have 
any hope for the future, any stake m the 
country, or any prospect of such n stake, 
to vote for a change from the financial 
stability which 
Republican adm inistra­ 
tion has given us, to the financial insecur­ 
ity and anarchy which is all th a t can be 
predicated upon Democratic tendencies and 
affiliations. 


THE NEW YORK MAYORALTY CONTEST. 


The nom ination by the New York I)em- 
ocrats of W . R. Grace for M ayor has, as 
was anticipated, stirred up a great deal of 
sectarian bitterness. The tendencies of pub- 
1 lie opinion are shown in the fact th a t Grace 
has been compelled to issue an address in 
which he declares himself a friend to the 
public school system . 
This has been ren­ 
dered necessary by the fears which his no­ 


torious Rom an C atholic affiliations have 
aroused. 
H e wa3 chosen by K elly, who is 
him self controlled by the priests, and Grace 
is said to be an intim ate friend of C ardinal 
M cCloskey. 
The P ro testan t clergy and 
people of New Y ork are in arm s over the 
nom ination, and th eir excitem ent is no 
doubt largely due to th e know n hostility 
of th e Rom an C hurch to the Am erican 
public school system ; a hostility w hich 
can neither he denied nor safely ignored. 
The schools of N ew Y ork cost §4,000,000 a 
year, and th e fund for th eir m aintenance is 
distributed by a Board of which the M ayor 
has control. 
I t follows therefore th a t the 
M ayor of New Y ork has it in his power to 
injure th e schools if he is th a t w ay in­ 
clined, 
and 
his 
ecclesiastical 
relations 
are such as to give w arrant for the alarm 
which his nom ination has caused. 
A nd it 
m ust be adm itted by all caudid observers 
th a t in a city so tyrannized over by its 
foreign elem ent as N ew Y ork is, and so 
greatly under th e control of men who have 
neither understanding of nor regard for 
republican institutions, th e prospect of 
delivering up th e whole m achinery of pub­ 
lic education to th e control of a person 
who m ay he under th e dictation of the 
m ost inveterate and determ ined foes of 
th a t system , is sufficient to justify the 
m ost serious apprehensions, and to stim u­ 
late to th e most energetic opposition. 
I t is 
quite possible th a t the P ro testan t m inisters 
who are m aking th e nom ination of Grace 
a pulpit topic would be them selves very 
dangerous enemies to popular enlightenm ent 
if th ey had th eir way, but the mischievous 
im plications of th a t nom ination are none 
th e 
less 
obvious, and it is none th e 
less apparent th a t it is the d u ty and 
interest of all intelligent patriots to resist 
the introduction of sectarian and eccle­ 
siastical inihience to th e schools, how ever 
it is sought to he concealed, or in w hatso­ 
ever underhanded way it is attem pted. 


AWKTVAF.D CONSEQUENCES. 


The Dem ocratic plan of throw ing over­ 
board all th eir principles in order to lighten 
th e sinking craft is being attended w ith 
some serious em barrassm ents. 
F or ex­ 
ample, throughout the W est the Congres­ 
sional cam paign has been m ade by the 
D em ocratic candidates m ainly upon th e 
strength of 
th e resolution in favor of

have -told them th a t

Dem ocratic p arty would give them free 
trade, and have m ade a straig h t anti-tariff 
campaign. 
A nd now comes H ancock and 
says in his Paterson interview th a t the 
tariff is “ m erely a local question,” and in 
his subsequent letter to G eneral R andolph 
th a t “ I am too sound an Am erican to ad- 
“ vocate any departure from the general 
“ features of 
a 
policy th a t has been 
“ largely instrum ental 
iu 
building 
up 
“ our 
industries. 
All 
ta lk about free 
“ trade 
is 
folly.” 
T his 
is 
knocking 
the 
ground 
from 
under 
th e 
W estern 
Democrats, and not only m aking them 
ridiculous, b u t literally ruining th eir cam ­ 
paign. 
N or are th ey disposed to p u t 
up w itli it, if wo m ay judge from th e 
recent utterances of Judge Trum bull, who, 
in a speech the other day, and evidently 
alluding to H ancock’s position, sa id : “ I 
“ w ant to show the absurdity of appealing 
“ to the laboring mechanics of this coun- 
“ try in favor of a protective tariff.” 
So 
the W estern Dem ocrats and th e E astern 
aro hopelessly divided on this issue, hu t 
as their 
Presidential candidate declares 
himself against free trade, Judge T rum ­ 
bull 
and I1Í3 
colleagues m ay as well 
retire from the canvass. 
The fact is th a t 
the reckless m endacity, dishonest}-, and 
tergiversation of H ancock and his party 
have produced th e natural consequences. 
They have so lied to every body, so often 
eaten their own words, so recklessly tram ­ 
pled on th eir own professions, th a t they 
are now hopelessly entangled and em bar­ 
rassed. 
The free-trade issue lias been de­ 
stroyed by them , w hile their insincerity is 
so patent th a t th eir pro tariff pretenses 
w ill gain them no support w hatever. 


KEARNEY ON 
“ BRITISH GOLD/’ 


A t the Sand Lots on Sunday’ Denis 
Kearney referred to the disturbance of a 
G reenback m eeting last week, and in­ 
formed his audience th a t “ the R othschilds

O bstacles In th e W ay o t Im p o rtin g C hi­ 
nese L abor Into Louisiana. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 25th.—Some men­ 
tion has heretofore been made of the efforts 
of Louisiana planters to introduce Chinese 
labor into th at State. 
I t is now learned that 
arrangements were recently perfected for the 
transportation of several ship-loads of Chinese 
from Cuba to Louisiana, hut the project has 
encountered serious obstacles at Havana, 
which are apparently the result of action 
between the Spanish authorities and Chinese 
Consul. 
The 
Spanish 
officials 
charge 
§4 to each Chinaman for a passport, and the 
Chiaese Consul charges §4 additional. 
This 
practically puts an embargo on the deporta­ 
tion of the Chinese, whom it is understood the 
Spanish authorities do not wish to leave the 
island. 
The Louisiana authorities are, how- 
ver, moving in the m atter, and as soon 
as Secretary E varts gets through with the 
campaign and resumes charge of business at 
the D epartm ent of State, he will he asked 
to m ake certain representations in the m at­ 
ter. 
The Louisiana people say they would 
he very glad to take a few thousand of the 
Chinése who are giviug ttie Pacific coast citi­ 
zens so much trouble, but it would cost at 
least ten times as much to bring them from 
that section, and this is the reason why they 
are compelled to look to Cuba as a source of 
supply. 
C ondition and I’rospecls o f (lie .Nicaragua 
Canal. 
N ew Y ork, October 25th.—The report of 
the-Executive Committee to members of the 
Provisional Interooeanic Canal Society on 
the present condition and prospects of the 
Nicaragua Canal, just issued in pamphlet 
form, sets forth the following among other 
statem ents : 
As soon as the concession was 
made by the Nicaraguan Congress, this com­ 
mittee sent one of its members to London 
and Paris, to confer with financial firms. 
Satisfactory interviews were had with many

country of say $15,000,000 to 
the Nicaraugua Canal stock, and guarantees 
of protection by the United States, w hich is 
indeed fully pmvided for in the treaty stipu­ 
lations with Nicaraugua, would secure in 
Europe any amount necessary for the com­ 
pletion of the canal. 
It3 comparative small 
cost w ill enable the company to earn paying 
dividends upon rates of toll th at would be 
ruinous to the Panam a enterprise, without 
crediting any amount for passenger business, 
and without an allowance for the growth of 
business and population of the Pacific States 
in the interval of canal construction.

P ro testan t E piscopal C onvention. 
N ew Y ork, October 25th.—Iu the Protest­ 
ant E pi-copal * /invention to-day the Commit 
tee on State of the Church presented, through 
Rev. Dr. Van Daze», their report to the 
House of Deputies. 
The committee say : 
“ W hile we would not diminish, but rather 
increase, all appliances anil instrumentalities 
for carrying the blessings of the gcspel to the 
W estern States and Territories, while the 
Protestants 
of 
this 
land mostly found 
there are 
receiving 
sym pathy and aiJ, 
arousing 
increasing 
zeal 
in their civi­ 
lization 
and 
evangelization, 
why 
is 
it that the S uthern dioceses, depressed and 
impoverished, receive no more of the Church’s 
benefactions, and are left to carry on their 
mission work with little mors assistance than 
can be got within their own limits ? W hy is 
it th at these 4,000.000 colored men, now 
clothed with the elective franchi-e, eligible to 
all places of trust, to our Legislatures, to 
seats in Congress, or acting in many instances 
as teachers of the young, should awaken far 
less enthusiasm, and call forth not more of 
liberality than it docs ?” The committee, in 
concluding their remarks on this subject, in­ 
voke the attention of the whole ( 'hurch to 
this inconsistency and inequality in interest, 
sym pathy and charity of the Church. 
The 
rcjiort further censure s the tendency of the 
clergy to frequent places and indulge iu 
amusements, and advocate tendencies which 
are not consistent with ministerial fidelity, 
and approach realms of worldly conformity, 
levity and indifference. 
They mention th e­ 
atricals, dances and suppers as a means to 
draw money to carry on church work. 
They 
believe these practices destroy public respect 
for many teachers of our holy religion, and 
appeal to motives from which men should not 
act in the Redeemer’s service.

was adopted and sent to the House of Bish­ 
ops.

The Superintendent reported that in equal­ 
izing the -classes, under instruction of the 
Board, 14 were transferred from the fifth 
grade, at Seventh and G streets, to Thirteenth 
and G, and 16 from the eighth grade, at Six­ 
teenth and N streets, to Tenth and P and 
Thirteenth and G streets. The transfers from 
Sixteenth and N, he reported, were in nearly 
all cases protested against by the parents, on 
account of the 
greater 
distance 
their 
small children had to go, and m any of 
them stating th at they would keep their 
children away from school altogether unless 
the transfers were revoked. 
The Superin­ 
tendent stated th at there are also other 
classes at the Sixteenth and N school which 
are crow ded, aud should be reduced, as well 
for the health and com frrt of the scholars as 
affording better facilities for instruction ; and 
again suggested as a remedy th at a new un­ 
graded class be established a t Tw entieth and 
O streets. 
A fter consideration of the subject a motion 
was adopted authorizing the Superintendent 
to make such consolidations anu transfers of 
classes as in his judgm ent are practicable for 
the better classification and accommodation 
of the scholars.
